But 
this appurent early success 
proved to be an illuaion, 
“Lhe Commission, and later 
the Foreign Ministers 
Deputies, eritrusted with 


the werk of drafting, en- |’ 


countered one — difficulty 
after another, The most, 
serlous were occasioned by 
Russian insistence on the 
cession of a strip of 
Austrian Carinthia —to 
Yugoslavia, and by Russian 
economic demands. The-firat 
subject: was dropped 
immediately after tha 
- breach .between Stalin and 
Tito, bit tiie economic 
demands remained, Princi- 
pally they centred round 
the Soviet clulm, under the 
-Potsdam agreement, to all 
“German assets” in Austria, 
In effect this meant, the 
transfer to Russia of com- 
plete control of Austria‘s 
pcunloiny which the Nazis 
had extablished after. the 
Anschluss. Austria’s 
“independence” would have 
cbeen nominal. She would 
have become an economic 
appendage of my 
Empire.

Three years ago Russia ine 

jected a completely new and 

quite irrelevant demaud 
into the discussions, The 

Soviets insisted that they be 

given complete satisfaction 

with regard to their com- 
plaints about Anglio- 

American policy and ‘con- 

duct in the free territory of 

Trieste.

for, upart’ from. every other 
consideration, acceptance

* price of the conclusion of 
a treaty. It was this action 
by the Russians which 
brought to an end all dis- 
cussion of the treaty draft, 
and led list year to the 
decision of the Big Three 
to attempt to break the 
deadlock by’ proposing a 
“short treaty.” The proposal, 

. {n-effect, was that Austria 
should at once rogain its 
full independence; that 
Allied control and Allied 
troops should be with- 
drawn; and that oll_three 
powers should waive claims 
of any kind on the Austrian 
economy. The Soviet 
Government not only 
rejected the proposal, It 
insisted on its formal with- 
drawal os a condition for 
the resumption of any kind 
of nogotiation, Last week's 
note is intended to get-rid 
of ‘this artificial. obstacle 
und to. secure at least a 
rosumption of negotiationa. 
It is now suggested that the 
Foreign Ministers Deputies 
should meet again,, but on

Sir Sydney Palmer, ao 
leading spokesman, for 
Malnyn’s ‘natural yubldr ins 
dimtry, said “today that 
Indohesin might be forced 
to yell Yubber behind the 
Iron Curtain due to the pre- 
sent, low prites of tatural 
rubber. 


Sir Sydney held 2: press con- 
ferereo of the National Rubber 
Bureau here, chiefly on mibber 
conditions in Maldya. 


He said: “Malaya would be 
the Jast. country to sell rubber 
behind the’ Iron Curtain, © but 
pressure for this might Jnercase 
if sales of rubber continue at 
the present low prices.” 


Ho explained that he wanted 
dminisicns 
tion 03 soon as possible to ih- 
crenge the price of synthetic 
rubber from the present 23 cénts 
a pouttd to what he tenned an 
cconomic market price of 26-27 
cents a pound. . 


If thot happened, ho added, 
then he hoped tialural rubber 
would Increase from the pre- 
rent price of pits cents n pound 
for compatable types of natural 
rubber to about. 25-26: cents a. 
pound, when a moderne profit 
could be made. . : 


Sir Sydticy admitted that 
consumption of natural rubber 
in the United States fod In- 
creased considerably in the lost 
three months, but sald the low 
prices did not benefit the ihdus- 
try. 


MALAYAN REQUEST 


He explained that, o3 0 result 
of the low price of natural rub- 
ber, about 600,000 smallholders’ 
families. ih Maltya wero earning 
only the equivalent of Uss20 o 
month, and that whs very nenr 
starvation level. 


He poled out that o drop in 
the price of rubber or only three 
cents 4 pound for Southeast 
Asian natural ‘rubber — reptc- 
sented a loss of US$170,000,000.
